Jack, this is a two-part answer, since metal tubes appeared in 1936, 
and the 6SB7-Y is a late WWII creation. 


In general, the metal envelope allows use of a button-type glass seal, 
giving much shorter leads between the tube base and the elements. 
Since it is circular, it also provides much better support for the 
internal parts. At the time they were introduced, glass tubes were 
built with relatively tall presses, leaving an inch or more of lead 


length between the press and the base connections. The button seal 
reduces this length to a fraction of an inch. 


This "advantage" for low VHF work (called "UHF" prewar) was of very 
short duration---two years later, Philco and Sylvania came up with 
the loctal, which uses both a button seal and direct connections 

(the base is only a shielding shell) at the pins. The ultimate 
refinement was 7-pin miniature packaging, which showed up in 1940. 
Note the 9001/9002/9003, which are only the 954/955/956 acorns 
repackaged as 7-pin miniatures. 9-pin miniatures are the same deal, 
but did not appear until post WWII---as I recall, 12AU7, 12AT7, are 
1948 tubes with a tapped heater to allow operation on 6 or 12 volts. 


Metal tubes did offer a built-in RF shield in the envelope, and 
typical design practice was to connect pin 1 of the socket (connected 
to the metal tube shell). However, watch out---some manufacturers 
specified the glass equivalents, and used pin 1 as a tie point, often 
for things at B+ level. Plug a metal tube in there and you've got a 
hot envelope (B+ on it). 


One problem that remained with the 1936 metal tubes was that the 
bakelite used in the octal base was quite lossy at fairly low VHF. 

So, compared to loctals and miniatures, the metal tubes had trouble 
running below 6 meters (the home entertainment RF band---prewar TV was 
the next adjacent). RCA did come up with a low-loss plastic for an 
octal base, but this was WWII-era stuff. 


> E.g., I am replacing a weak 6SB7 in a National NC-125 receiver that I am 
> perking up -- it uses the metal tubes. Will a glass tube function as well?? 


So far as I know, the only configuration made was 6SB7-Y, a metal tube 
with a low-loss base. What's inside is a "hot" (higher 
transconductange) 6SA7. Basically (for home entertainment) allowed a 
multigrid converter for the new (88-108) FM band in a 6SA7 circuit. 
The actual circuits generally used an oscillation booster to G2, which 
made the conversion waveform very non-linear---OK for FM, no good for 
AM. But the 6SB7-Y was usable down past 6 meters, and did not peter 
out around 15 meters like a 6SA7. The tube was rapidly supplanted by 
the 6BE6, which really would work well up into VHF. 


The best discussions I know of on multigrid converter tubes are in F. 
Langford-Smith "Radiotron Designer's Handbook." The 3rd edition has 

a good meat-and-potatoes discussion of basics, while the 4th edition 
(completely rewritten) glosses over the basics and give a lot of 
detailed design stuff---particularly on making a 1R5 operate below 40M 
and use of separate-triode tubes with inner (G1) and outer (G3) 
oscillator injection. RCA never really got into building a good 
separate-triode tube with outer grid injection---the 638 does not hold 


a candle to the loctal 7J7 and 7S7, both of which give stellar 
performance at 10M in the RME designs that used them, and could 
probably run all the way down to 2M if wired in with appropriate 
circuit values. 


At any rate, I think we can look on the 6SB7-Y as an idea whose time 
had really passed by the time it was introduced.

I have acquired a 6 and 2 meter (220 MHz. w/external adapter) transmitter 
manufactured by "Amplidyne Labs" of Kings Park, Long Island, New York. Model 
number is 621. Components show something like a '62 date code. 


I have found no reference to this manufacturer anywhere. The transmitter 
reminds me of a little brother to the Clegg Climaster, but uses a 12-pin 
compactron w/plate cap "8150" final (Clegg heritage?) driven by a 7558, and 
modulated 

with a pair of 6L6's. Front panel is dark green, and the chassis is gold 
chromate conversion and hand-laced wiring harness. Runs about 550V on the final 
plate, about 450 on the 6L6 modulators. 


My guess is that this was another startup in the New Jersey/New York area not 
unlike Clegg Labs. 


Anyone have any background on "Amplidyne Labs," and particularly on the Model 


621 transmitter? 


The most shocking aspect is the radio is the PTT line has 560 VDC as the 
source voltage. 


Speaking of an 8150, I can find no data sheet on it. This transmitter 

appears to be running the screen at about 7.5 W dissipation, which is a mite warm 
for a 3.5 W max rated element. A full data sheet (rather than a one-liner from 
the GE manual) would put the 8150 better into perspective.

I read an anecdote from post war surplus, civilian use, 

where a fellow was trying one out, and he found a metal 
flagpole where he was, in front of a school or something, 

and by touching the 611 antenna to it, increased the range. 

I would have guessed that without retuning the final, this 
would have decreased range, but i am wrong. 

Did i also read somewhere of a WW2 pack radio in 

this freq range, where the set had a ground wire that 

kinda hung down and dragged behind? ( Maybe the 

German type Torn FuG, 2.5-3.5 Mcs. ) 

Probably for a home installation, you could non-invasively 
couple a wire antenna to the 611 by providing some kind 

of tuner that alligator clipped to the antenna post, and a ground 
wire that alligator clipped to a screw head on the 611. I 

think you would get pretty good range; the 611 has a 

sensitive receiver; the main limitation is the very inefficient 
antenna.
